ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Naples, April 6 (AP).—Lt. Gen. 
Ira C, Eaker confirmed today that 
a number of Allied soldiers had 
been killed by bombs which fell 
far from the target in the great 
Allied air assault on Cassino 


March 15. ‘ 

The commander of the Allied 
Medditerranean Air Forces related 
the circumstances. at a press 
conference in which he discussed 
many aspects of the bombing and 
asserted that while the’ operation 
had failed to break German re- 
sistance it had “accomplished all 
that was expected of it by the 
Air Force commanders. ...” 

Eaker indicated his belief the 
outcome should not be construed 
as a reflection on the potentiali- 
ties of aerial bombardment. He

Mistake in Ta 

Some of the bombs “wide of 
their mark because of a “mechan- 
ical failure,” he said, investigation 
showing that “the bombs had be- 
come dislodged from their racks 
and when the bomb doors were 
opened they became free.” 

Others which dropped at Vena- 
fro, 12 miles east of Cassino, kill- 
ing a number of Allied troops, 
were the result of a mistake in 
target identification, Eaker said. 

In discussing various aspects of 
the bombing he emphasized that 
his remarks should not be consid- 
ered as a criticism of the ground 
forces or their commanders, 

“The Cassino operation was laid 
on by the air forces at the re- 
quest of the Army in an effort to 
destroy the road block and strong 
point which prevented the ground 
forces from getting through this 
terrain feature,” Eaker said. 

Advice to Ground Forces. 

“Air Force commanders advised 
the ground force commanders of 
the destruction which could rea- 
sonably be expected from such a 
bombardment and that the ob- 
struction would not be completely 
devastated nor could the air at- 
tack be expected to dislodge all 
enemy opposition. 

“The bombing of Cassino ac- 
complished all that was expected 
of it by the Air Force comman- 
ders in view of the forces in- 
volved, the state of their training 
and the time during which those 
forces operated.”

An agreement has been obtained 
for inclusion in the city budget 
for the fiscal year which starts 
next Tuesday of the full amount 
requested by the Department of 
Personnel for administration of 
the civil service system.

Back at Desk After Visit 
to New York City—Re- 
ceives Pledge of Mary- 
land Support. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 6 (AP).— 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, over- 
whelming victor in Tuesday’s Wis- 
consin presidential Republican pri- 
mary despite his refusal to be a 
candidate, declined to comment 
last night on Wendell L. Willkie’s 
withdrawal from the race, 


The Governor, who repeatedly 
has said he is not a candidate for 
the nomination, but has made no 
further elaboration, arrived here 
after several days spent in New 
York City and at his farm in 
nearby Pawling. 

He resumed immediately his 
task of considering recent legisla- 
tion awaiting his signature or 
veto, plunging into about 450 bills 
remaining for study. 

At Baltimore Republican Mayor 
Theodore R. McKeldin of Balti- 
more disclosed he conferred with 
Dewey in New York Tuesday at 
Dewey's invitation and said the 
Governor was “very pleased” with 
assurances. he had Maryland's 
support for the party’s presiden- 
tial nomination, 

Asserting Dewey “is a 100 per 
cent candidate,” McKeldin de- 
clined to discuss the conference 
further. Galen L. Tait, Republi- 
can State chairman, also was 
present, 

In Albany, Dewey’s office said 

e was “unavailable” for comment 
on McKeldin’s statement, 

Dewey will speak before the

They Fear Change Will 
Be Return to ‘Isola- 
tionism’— New Yorker 
Has Privately Declared 
for Postwar Co-opera-

| WASHINGTON, April 6.—By his 
dramatic withdrawal from the 
1944 presidential race last night, 
Wendell L. Willkie lost his fight 
to make himself the real as well 
as the titular head of the Repub- 
lican party. 

Although he announced that he 
would continue to work for those — 
principles and policies for which 
he had fought during the last five 
years, his influence in the party 
and the nation will be greatly re- 
duced, 

Willkie’s own explanation of 
why his candidacy was repiidiated 
in thé Wisconsin Republican pri- 

this week may be interpret 
ed by our Allies, particularly Great 
Britain and Soviet Russia, to 
mean that this country may re- 
vert to an “isolationist”. foreign 
policy if the Republicans win in 
November, and this feeling may 
be enough to affect the postwar 
plans of the United Nations. 
Dewey in Most Favored Position, 

Willkie’s abandonment of his 
presidential ambitions left Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New ¥ork 
in the most favored position for 
nomination by the Republican na- 
tional convention. 

Dewey's campaign of silence was 
highly successful in Wisconsin, but 
with Willkie out of the competi- 
tion and Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
and Lt. Comdr, Harold E. Stassen 
gagged by Army and Navy regu- 
lations, there will be increasing 
pressure on the young New York 
Governor to make known his 
views on national and interna- 
tional issues before June 26. If 
Dewey continues his strategy of 
silence, Gov. John W. Bricker of 
Ohio and Representative Everett 
Dirksen of lllinois will be the only 
avowed Republican candidates dis- 
cussing current political problems, 


The presidential candidates who 
benefit immediately by Willkie’s 
announcement are former Gov, 
Stassen of Minnesota and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who believe, like 
Willkie, that this country should 
take aggressive leadership for 
postwar international economic, 
military and political collabora- 
tion. Gov. Dewey may’ be a later 
beneficiary if he declares publicly 
what.he is saying privately to the 
effect that this country must work 
with other nations after the war 
for the maintenance of peace and 
prosperity. 


Until Dewey speaks out publicly, 
however, the foreign offices of 
the United Nations may well ac- 
cept Willkie’s explanation of his 
defeat and be impressed by the 
jubilant cheers and sneers of the 
“nationalists,” such as Senator 
Wheeler, Senator Nye, Represen- 
tative Fish and the McCormick- 
Patterson press, that the Wiscon- 
sin primary was a test of senti- 
ment of all the United States. 


Wisconsin a True Sample? . 


Whether the Wisconsin primary 
was a true sample of American 
political sentiment is problemati- 
cal. The same’ doubt arises over 
Willkie’s own double disappoint- 
ment at the highest vote given to 
former Gov. Fred R. Zimmerman 
for delegate at large. Wisconsin 
has a high percentage of voters 
with German ancestry, it is the 
political bailiwick of the La Fol- 
lette family, which has a non-in- 
ternational tradition, and Zim- 
merman, now Secretary of State, 
has been a _ vote-getter in all 
primaries and elections. 

Whether or not Wisconsin -is 
“isolationist” or the primary was 
a sample of national sentiment, 
Willkie’s personality and his po- 
litical strategy had much to do 
with his poor showing there and 
in the national polls. 

Willkie had antagonized virtua 
ly every other national Repub- 
lican leader. He insisted that he 
was “the people’s choice” and that 
all other Republican leaders 
should support him in his crusade. 
His statements in St. Louis In 
reply to the Queeny questionnaire 
and his performance here in Wash- 
ington before the Republican Coa- 
gressional “freshmen” were typi- 
cal of his defiant attitude toward

WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP).— 
Hopes were expressed last night 
in Republican ranks in Congress 
that Wendell Willkie, despite his 


withdrawal from the presidential 
race, would work hard for Repub- 
lican victory. 

Senator Wherry of Nebraska, 
the Republican whip of the Sen- 
ate, called Wiltlkie’s statement 
“courageous,” and added: 

“If that is his final decision, 
and his wish, I hope that he will 
stay right in there slugging it out 
for the Republican cause, and help 
keep the party unified, for this Is 
the most important election in all 
the 167 years of the life of this 
republic. The only way we can 
preserve our American economy '8 
to change administrations in the 
November election.” 

_ Comment by Taft. 
“Mr. Willkie has apparently 
recognized the inevitable,” said 
' Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio. “It is 
unfortunate that he allowed his 
natural disappointment to lead 
him to attack Republicans who 
disagree with him on foreign pol- 
icy. Nevertheless, his withdrawal 
will produce a greater unity of 
all Republicans behind the prin- 
ciples declared at Mackinac.” 

Senator Ball (Rep.), Minnesota, 
“T have always admired Wen- 

dell Willkie’s courage and candor. 
They were never better exempli- 
fied than in the statement he has 
just issued. It is my deep convic- 
tion that unless the Republican

Barak T. Mattingly Expects Willkie to Sup- 
port Nominee—Withdrawal Didn’t Surprise 
Him, Says Grover W. Dalton. . | 


_ Leading Missouri Republicans 
expressed the opinion today that 
Wenderl Willkie’s withdrawal 
from the presidenflal race left 


the party with no other choice 
than Thomas: E. Dewey of New 
York. 

“Dewey undoubtedly will get the 
nomination without much opposi- 
tion,” asserted Barak T. Matting- 
ly, National Committeeman from 
Missouri. “I have always felt that 
Dewey was stronger than any 
other candidate, and I believe 
that when Willkie saw the. hand- 
writing on the wall, he got out. 
I think that he will support 
Dewey. , 

“The support of Dewey for the 
nomination comes from the grass- 
roots—the people who vote, That 
was a thing which Willkie; who 
charged that the party machines 
were out to beat him, could. neyer 
understand.” 

Mattingly and other Missouri 
Republican leaders have been op- 
posed to Willkie and supporting 
Dewey for more than a year. 

Willkie conceded last fall that 
he had little strength here, but 
said that he was hopeful of gain- 
ing additional support in Missouri. 
That long ago he indicated that 
he felt he would have difficulty 
‘in getting the Republican nomina- 
tion, 

In his St. Louis speech last Oct. 
15, he said; “If the party selects 
from among its many able men 
as its candidate for Presidént in 
1944, a man whose record leaves 
no doubt that he is qualified for 
leadership of such a cause, I will, 
of course, support him.” 

‘In the Bag,’ Says Dalton. 

Grover W. Dalton of Poplar 
Bluff, chairman of the State Re- 
publican Committee, said that 
Willkie’s withdrawal from the 
race “puts the nomination in the 
bag for Dewey.” 

Stating that Willkie was a great 
man and put up a great fight, 
Dalton said Willkie’s withdrawal 
was no surprise because it was 
obvious that a prospective presi- 
dential candidate needed Midwest- 
ern support and Willkie was un- 
able to gain any strength in the 
Midwest. 

Chapin 8S. Newhard, treasurer of 
the State Repubiican Committee, 
who remained an ardent supporter 
of Willkie after the latter had 
broken with other Missouri Re- 
publican leaders, said that “Will- 
kie can be a tremendous factor in

solidifying the Republican party.” 

Willkie had been “treated very 
badly” by local Republicans when 
he visited here last fall, Newhard 
said. “I, personally, have always 
believed him to be sincere, coura- 
geous and outspoken. He has} 
‘proved his stature by this with- 
drawal. I believe that he will go 
along with any Republican candi- 
date whose principles are similar 
to his.” 

Much of the Missouri opposition 
to Willkie came from the belief 
that he was attempting to emu- 
late President Roosevelt, Jacob L. 
Babler, former Republican nation- 
al committeeman for Missouri, 
said: 

“It’s a relief to me,” he said, 
“to know that I won’t have to vote 
for Roosevelt. As between the 
original and the copy, I should 
have chosen the original. Will- 
kie’s withdrawal drafts Dewey for 
sure. Dewey is the only man in 
the country with a chance to beat 
Roosevelt. This country wants a 
showman for President. Dewey 
will .fit in. He’s young, aggres- 
sive and intelligent.” 

Locally; Willkie has had little 
strength, and-sentiment for Dewey 
has been growing. stronger al] the 
time, committee chairmen said. 

Fred Evers, chairman of the 
Republican ‘City Committee, said 
polls taken by the committee had 
shown little strength for Willkie. 

“His action in withdrawing will 
do much to create harmony if 
he’s a good Republican and be- 
haves himself,” Evers added. 

OC; Wheeler’ Detjen, chairman of 
the County Republican Commit- 
tee, said that if the convention 
were today the choice of Dewey 
would be almost unanimous, 

“There is little reason to believe 
that this sentiment will change,” 
he said, “in the two months that 
intervene before the convention 
opens.” 

Aids F.D.R. Says Guy Park. 

Former Gov. Guy B. Park, a 
Democrat, had a different opinion 
on the effect of the Willkie with- 
drawal. Park, a delegate to the 
Constitutional Convention at Jef- 
ferson City, said it assured the re- 
election of President Roosevelt. 

“T think the Republicans missed 
a good bet by not choosing Will- 
kie,” he said. “The old line Re- 
publicans, trying to get back into 
power, defeated him and now, I 
guess, the party has nothing left 
but Dewey, who isn’t strong enough 
to beat Roosevelt.”

St. Louis convention, was a Dewey 
supporter in the preconvention 
campaign four years ago.

To add to this, the prestige 
which they believe the party in 
the State would acquire through 
the fact that, with the exception 
of South Carolina, Missouri was 
the first state to instruct any, dele- 
gates for Dewey, and through 
being the first in which a state 
convention indorsed his candidacy, 
would, they figure, put Mattingly 
at the right hand of the throne, 
with a resulting flow’ of the jobs 
so dear to the politicians’ hearts. 


Instructions probably is not the 
correct word to use as descriptive 
of the possible, now almost prob- 
able, action of the State conven- 
tion, The instructions, if decided 
upon, probably will be in the form 
of a resolution setting out that 
Dewey is the choice of the Repub- 
lican’ party in Missouri and recom- 
mending to the delegates that they 
join in a movement to “draft” 
him for the nomination. 

A decision as to instructions or 
the adoption of a Dewey resolu- 
tion probably will not be made 
definitely by Mattingly and oth- 
er party leaders before confer- 
ences preceding the convention 
‘next week.

BRITONS WORRIED 
BY WISCONSIN'S 
VOTE ON WILLKIE 


Interpreted as _. Possibly 
Reflecting on His Inter- 

national Views—Dewey 
Little Known.

LONDON, April 6 (AP).—Wen- 
dell Willkie’s withdrawal from the 
Republican presidential contest 
left many in Britain both con- 
cerned and confused today. 

The tight bar against “interfer- 
ence” in American politics kept 
those in public life officially*silent 


but in private discussions the sub- 
ject vied with reports on Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden’s future 
resignation, 

The concern did not center on 
the Wisconsin victory for Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey, about whose 
international views little is known 
here, so much as on the possibility 
the vote was aimed at Willkie’s 
international policies rather than 
the man himself. 


There Was a general tendency 
to hope the outcome would draw 
from Dewey a detailed outline of 
where he stands on questions of 
foreign policy. 

Those who viewed Willkie as an 
“opposition” leader believed he 
would remain active on the Amer- 
ican political scene but acknowl- 
edged uncertainty over which way 
he would swing. 


The discussion of Eden centered 
about a Daily Mail report last 
night that Prime Minister Church- 
fll had postponed decision on 
whether to relieve him of Foreign 
Office duties and widespread re- 
ports his resignation would be an- 
nounced this week end, Eden has 
been reported considering resign- 
ing in order to become his party’s 
leader in Commons. 

London’s morning newspapers 
gave prominent front-page display 
to the withdrawal of Willkie from 
the presidential race. 


took notice of it and began lining 
up his forces, and he will go be- 
fore the convention without hav- 
ing to meet an opponent. 

There is some slumbering per- 
sonal antagonism to him out 
through the State, not to his re- 
election, because'that has been 
decided upon, but to increasing 
his prestige. An attempt on his 
part to direct a convention action 
for Dewey might kindle a little 
fire, but it would be a small one. 

It has ‘been evident ‘for Beveral 
weeks that Dewey was a strong 
favorite in Missouri. Gov. Bricker 
has had a potential strength, but 
it has not crystallized. There has 
been a little evidence of MacAr- 
thur support and some for Stas- 
sen, but the trend has been 
strongly to Dewey. There has been 
practically no support of Willkie. 


Opposition for Mrs. Remley. 


Opposition to the re-election of 
Mrs. Victor N. Remley of Liberty 
as national committee woman has 
been developing for severa] days, 
but the extent of the strength of 
the opposition is uncertain, It 
comes from an element in the 
party opposed to Charles Fergu- 
son, former State Chairman, who 
is a candidate for the nomination 
for Governor, and an attempt is 
being made to line up convention 
delegates who are friendly to the 
other two candidates for Governor, 
Dr, James Stewart and Jean Paul 
Bradshaw. 


The opposition to Mrs. Remley, 
if it goes through with the plan, 
is expected to center on Mrs. 
Franees J. O’Meara of Martins- 
burg, vice-chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee, for 
Mrs. Remley’s place. 


There has been little discussion 
of a siate for delegates-at-large 
and the field is said to be wide 
open. It is probable a slate will 
be worked out early next week. 
The 151 delegates from St. Louis 
County are under instructions to 
vote for A. D. Welsh, former chair- 
man of the County Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners, for one of the 
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Willkie Leaves Dewey in G. O. P. Lead 
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felt that he was devoting more 
time and effort to discrediting and 
ousting them than he was to fight- 
ing President Roosevelt and the 
Democrats. They were especially 
resentful when they learned that 
he had investigated the possibility 
of forming a third party to be a 
vehicle for his own policies and 
principles.

Organization and “Nationalist”

year.” Had Willkie remained in 


no chance for the nomination, he

Still a Force in Nation, 

In his capacity as a man. with- 
out presidential ambitions Willkie 
will still be .a force to be reckoned 
with before the convention and in 
the campaign. His promise to 
work for the policies and prin- 
ciples for which he has fought 
during the last five years indi- 
cates that.even if he cannot be 
the actual leader of the party he 
considers himself the spokesmen 
for views which he believes “are 
shared by millions of Americans.” 


Whom Will Willkie Support? 
~ The logical candidate for his 
support is Stassen, who would go 
farther in some details than Will- 
kie to establish an international 
postwar organization for the 
maintenance of peace and secur- 
ity. In the past Willkie has pub- 
licly referred to the former Min- 
nesota Governor as a “coming 
young man,” but has privately in- 
timated that he considered him 
too young and inexperienced for 
the presidency. Stassen was his 
oo manager at Philadelphia in 


In his Wisconsin speeches, he 
virtually challenged Dewey to tell 
publicly what he stood for. Should 
Dewey break his silence and advo- 
cate publicly what he has said 
privately, he may get Willkie’s 
support, 

It is hard to see how Willkie 
could join with the forces of Gov. 
Bricker or Gen, MacArthur. The 
first is running as an “organiza- 
tion man” and the other is the 
candidate of the “nationalists.” 
Each personifies what Willkie has 
been fighting during his cam- 
paign this year.

| Popular Trend Toward Dewey, 
Asserts Alf M. Landon. 

TOPEKA, Kan., April 6 (AP).— 
Declining to comment on the 
withdrawal of Wendell Willkie as 
a candidate for the Republican 
presidential nomination, Alf M. 
Landon, the party’s nominee in 
1936, said last night the Wisconsin 
vote for delegates was a “boost 
for Tom Dewey.”

Two Big Excavators Put Me fats 
to Work—Crisis Worst| saaeem 
Since 1926, Says Fuel

LONDON, April 6 (AP).—Fuel 
Minister Gwilym Lloyd George 
told the House of Commons today 
in an emphatically-worded state- 
ment that “strike action in time 
of war cannot be justified.” Simul- 
taneous government moves indi- 
cated Britain was preparing to 
use “a big stick” to end wide- 
spread stoppages in the mining 
and shipbuilding industries. 

As the United States Army lent 
a hand to speed mining opera- 
tions in the Northumberlar.d coal 
fields, Lloyd George declared that 
the coal crisis was the worst since 
1926 and said the “government 
cannot stand aside and allow col- 
lective bargaining or the machén- 
ery of conciliation and arbitration 
in this vital industry to be weak- 
ened or destroyed.” 

He did not disclose. by what 
means this was to be prevented, 
but Labor Minister Ernest Bevin 
has been authorized by the cab- 
inet to deal with strike inciters 
under the wartime Defense of the 
Realm Act, and the government 
announced it was considering 
what special powers were neces- 
sary to stamp out outlaw walk- 
outs. 

American Army authorities sent 
two huge mechanical excavators 
to one Northumberland pit and 
they were put to work at once 
strip-mining with approval of the 
fuel ministry. 

Coal Exports Halted. 

Lloyd George announced that 60 
per cent of the Yorkshire pits now 
were operating, but said that the 
strike already had cost a million 
tons of coal, had resulted in 
heavy inroads into dwindling re- 
serves, and had stopped coal ex- 
port to neutral countries, includ- 
ing Eire. 

“It has been possible to keep all 
gas works in operation,” he said, 
“but the position of many now is 
precarious.” 

He said the bulk of the strikers 
were “completely out of hand and 
refused to accept the advice of 
their leaders.” 

The total of striking Yorkshire 
miners has dropped from 90,000 
at the start of the week to 60,000. 
A non-related strike of 20,000 
Clydeside and Tyneside _ ship- 
building apprentices apparently 
has collapsed, but the general la- 
bor crisis appears yet to be broken. 


In Belfast 30,000 shipyard, air- 
craft and engineering workers re- 
mained idle. About 15,000 of 
20,000 shipyard workers turned up 
this morning, but after last-min- 
ute talks went home. _ § Several 
hundred dockers resumed work. 


Drastic Steps May Be Taken. 


Bevin is armed with authority 
to round up strike inciters under 
the same regulations that apply to 
any subversive action against the 
Government and the nation’s war 
effort. 

The London Daily Mail, mean- 
while, declared that the War Cabi- 
net had drafted for promulgation 
next week an urgent order speci- 
fying that incitement of labor un- 
rest is a criminal offense and had 
given the Fuel Ministry authority 
to take any other action necessary 
to end strikes involving more than 
100,000 workers. 


There was every indication that 
the Government was ready to 
evoke its emergency wartime 
powers without waiting for slow- 
moving legislative machinery to 
squelch immediately the activity 
of subversive organizations blamed 
by the press for the latest series 
of walkouts.

Willkie Quits 

Shut out in the Wisconsin primary Tuesday, 
Wendell Willkie hag quit the race for President. 
This dramatic action removes a candidate who, 
in the opinion of millions of American citizens, is 
best qualified for the nomination, It removes a 
man who, in color of personality and independ- 
ence of mind, is reminiscent of the ebullient 
Theodore Roosevelt of the early part of the 
century. | 

If one has reservations about Mr. Willkie be- 
cause of his impulsiveness, a quality he again 
demonstrated yesterday, and other characteris- 
tics, he is the one Republican candidate who ex- 
hibited a grasp of the great world forces that are 
moving today. His book, “One World,” described 
these forces magnificently. 

Willkie, of course, was a political accident. At 
Philadelphia in 1940, he won the nomination 
after a whirlwind preconvention campaign and 
a showing of strong public support at the con- 
vention itself. The professional politicians were 
first confused, then dazed, and before they re- 
covered, Willkie was the' standard-bearer. 

Although he made many mistakes in the presi- 
dential campaign, his energy and earnestness 
won for him more votes than any Republican 
had ever received. But in the interval between 
1940 and 1944, the party professionals found him 
anathema. They did not like his liberalism in 
domestic affairs. They did not like it when he 
appeared before the Supreme Court to defend a 
Communist in a citizenship case. They did not 
like his strong views on the need for the United 
States to participate fully in international soci- 
ety after the war. Some 6f them were horrified 
when he recently came out for a 16 billion dollar 
tax bill. 

No, this man could not be handled. And the 
unwritten law of the Republican party since the 
time of the Civil War has been that its candi- 
dates be tractable, “reasonable” men. Grant, 
Hayes, Harrison, McKinley, Taft, Harding were 
all men amenable to party discipline. Some of 
them, like McKinley, the political creature of 
Mark Hanna, were easily subject to the influence 
of powerful bosses or to the oligarchies which 
have historically moved behind the sceneg in 
Republican administrations. 

For the most part, Republican Presidents since 
the Civil War have been second or third-rate 
men, by comparison with many of their contem- 
poraries. Theodore Roosevelt, an exception, be- 
came President only because of McKinley’s assas- 
sination. This firebrand, so the G. O. P. happily 
thought at the time, had been safely stowed away 
in the Vice-Presidency. 

With the country’s prosperity growing by leaps 
and bounds from the Civil War onward, strong 
leadership was not wanted by the dominant 
party. The Democrats, on the contrary, could 
break through to victory only with powerful 
personalities like Cleveland and Wilson and, in 
the case of the latter, because of a Republican 
split. 

Willkie, therefore, was not in the party tradi- 
tion. It was said of him as a candidate that he 
talked too much. He was willing at all times to 
give his views On all important questions. This, 
too, is not in the party tradition. A man who is 
on record is not a man who can well make 
devious deals behind the screen, But most of all 
Willkie’s willingness tp break with the musty 
past, to embrace new doctrines in economics and 
political thought, to forge new trails and to set 
up new signposts, terrified the Old Guard, He 
was not, in their opinion, “safe.” 

Mr. Willkie’s departure leaves Gov. Dewey as 
by far the strongest Republican candidate. His 
supporters regard his nomination as almost as- 
sured. Yet the public is so far in ignorance of 
his views on many questions. It is to be hoped 
that he will reveal himself, when the time comes, 
as a man worthy of confidence and faith. It is 
to be hoped that he will disappoint the moss- 
back reactionaries of his party and that he will 
lift up the hearts of millions of Willkie follow- 
ers in the Repubican party by asserting both in- 
dependence and progressivism.

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A Misuse of 


the Mann Act 


Federal Judge O’Connor’s charge to the jury 
in the trial of Charlie Chaplin on Mann Act vio- 
lation charges brought out the tangled legal issues 
in this sensational case. The 5500-word charge 
boiled down to a statement that the jury must 
decide whether or not Chaplin’s intentions were 
immoral in connection with the transportation 
of Joan Berry to New York City in 1942; in other 
words, the jurors were to perform a feat of 
mind-reading. The verdict did not state whether 
the jury reached its decision on a basis of telep- 
athy, law or impulse, but the result was acquittal. 

Without attempting to pass on the merits of 
the case against Chaplin, or of the conspiracy 
charge and civil suit that he still faces, it can 
be said that the trial just°ended was a perversion 
of the original intent of the Mann Act. A brief 
background will explain why this is true. 

The white slave traffic was an important 
issue in the first decade of the century. Young 
women in large numbers were recruited or en- 
ticed from their homes, in this country and 
abroad, to serve in houses of prostitution and 
make huge profits for vice-ring leaders. A Fed- 
eral inquiry was conducted, Gov..Charles Evans 
Hughes’ of New York called attention to the 
problem, a special New York grand jury headed 
by John D. Rockefeller investigated and inter- 
national discussions were held, with little result. 

Then in 1909, Representative James R. Mann 
of Illinois introduced a’ bill in Congress, under 
the Government’s power to regulate interstate 
commerce, making it illegal to transport persons 
from one state to another for immoral purposes, 
and providing penalties. This act has been highly 
effective. It has cut down the interstate traffic 
in girls from thousands annually to a few 
sporadic cases. 

It is clear that the intent of Congress was to 
stop the white slave traffic, the evil of commer- 
cialized vice, and not to provide a legal weapon 
in such individual cases as the Chaplin-Berry 
affair. The young woman in this case and her 
counsel have other legal recourses available for 
obtaining whatever justice is due her. Dragging 
in the Mann Act for a purpose for which it was 
never intended not only brings this useful meas- 
ure into disrepute, but threatens to create popu- 
lar contempt for law. 

Congress should study the Chaplin case and 
amend the Mann Act so that it can be used for 
nothing other than itg original] and still necessary 


purpose. 
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Questions About the Blue Division 


The deadline set by the Spanish Government 
for the withdrawal from Russia of its Blue Di- 
vision, with which Franco, while avowing neu- 
trality, has been paying off part of his debt to 
his Nazi sponsors, has how been reached. The 
promise is made to Carlton B. Hayes, United 
States Ambassador, and the word is that no 
Spanish troops will remain in Russia after this 
transfer is completed. The new statement natur- 
ally raises two questions: 

1. Are the troops really being withdrawn? 

2. Are they leaving Russia voluntarily, or are 
they being chased out? 
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As to a Liquor Holiday 

Senator McCarran has not disclosed the details 
of the plan which he hag reported his committee 
will recommend to Congress as a means of per- 
mitting distilleries to take 30 days off from their 
war job and produce alcohol for beverage purposes. 

There is no doubt whatever that a liquor. holl- 
day is badly needed as soon as it can be taken 
without interference with the production of in- 
dustrial alcohol for war. If the alcohol were 
available, every gallon of straight whisky could 
be stretched, by the addition of neutral spirits, 
into four gallons of blended whisky, easing the 
drastic shortage which ig causing the criminal 


‘traffic in liquor, 


WPB has announced, however, that all the 
alcohol we can produce and acquire will be 
needed for war and for present civilian purposes 
other than beverage. Requirements of alcohol as 
a raw material of synthetic rubber will be near- 
ly triple last year’s, and will constitute half of 
the requirements for all purposes. To meet the 
632-million-gallon demand, we shall have to draw 
41 million gallons from our reserve, reducing it 
by half. ‘ 

If Senator McCarran can produce facts which 
will support a liquor holiday at this time, well 
and good. But, pressing as is the need for an 
increase in the legitimate liquor supply to curb 
the rising wave of crime, the facts now known 
do not seem to support such a course,

Russia's aims and concepts are no riddle, but her tactics are, writer 
says; “jolting,” “mystification” and “Finnish bath” techniques rep- 
resent impatience with striped-pants diplomacy; we are urged to 
meet them with an understanding of what Russia really wants,

Let’s get one thing straight. The riddle 
of Soviet foreign policy, if it is a riddle, 
does not lie in its basic aims and concepts. 
These have been repeatedly set forth in 
Stalin’s speeches and in the Soviet press. 
The question, What does Russia want?, 
can be answered in two phrases—territorial 
integrity and security, 

No, the riddle is not in the things Russia 
wants, but in the tactics it employs to ob- 
tain them, These tactics are, to say the 
least, disconcerting, and they have created 
the idea that the Kremlin is deliberately 
waging a war of nerves against its allies. 
Washington and London speak of a 
“needling diplomacy” and do not conceal 
their bewilderment, 

What is behind this strange policy of 
constantly badgering one’s friends? It is 
not easy to find a satisfactory answer, but 
I think the Soviet line of reasoning, re- 
duced to its simplest elements, runs some- 
thing like this: 

“Our partners, America and Britain, 
have in many ways the edge on us, Brit- 
ain has already a world empire and won't 
let any of it go if it can help it. The 
United States has reached its natural lim- 
its of geographical expansion and controls, 
in fact, the entire Western Hemisphere, 


Irked With Their Allies 


“We Russians are newcomers, We didn't 
have a chance under the Czars; we were 
ostracized and quarantined after the revo- 
lution; we have been admitted to good so- 
ciety only in the last two years. And now” 
that we have come at last, at an unheard- 
of cost in lives and goods, within sight of 
the things we believe to be rightfully ours, 
our worthy allies seem to have only one 
aim—to prevent us from sharing the dom- 
inant position and high standards of life 
they have enjoyed. 

“Every time we indicate that we want 
this or that, we get a sermon on the Atlan- 
tic Charter and the Four Freedoms and a 
solemn assurance that anything we do 
on our own initiative is ‘unilateral’ and 
will not be ‘recognized.’ Well, we won't 
stand for it.” 

If memoranda, notes of protest, verbal 
representations, conferences and other 
such accepted instruments of diplomacy 
could obtain results, and quickly, the Rus- 
sians probably would resort to them. But 
since experience has taught them that he 
who demands or expostulates without be- 
ing able to back up his arguments by force 
waits a long time, and in the end may 
achieve nothing, they have developed new 
diplomatic techniques of their own, 


A Jolt to Tradition nr 


One of the most effective is the jolting 
technique, Its frequent use springs from 
the realization that the foreign policy of 
Washington and London moves in grooves 
furrowed by centuries of professional 
diplomacy. The Foreign Office, in particu- 
lar, has developed a crusted routine. Tra- 
dition reigns supreme, nicely balanced with 
precedents and taboos. Time is no object. 

Russia, politically a young nation, is ex- 
asperated by the cautious, noncommital 
approach to burning problems which is so 
characteristic of Anglo-Saxon diplomacy. 
Having discovered that a 10-line story in 
Pravda produces a greater effect than 10 
pouches filled with diplomatic notes, it 
adopts the principle that what moves in 
grooves must be jolted out of them. 


Another favorite technique of the Rus- 
sians is mystification. It consists in keep- 
ing everybody guessing about their real 
purpose, and then suddenly. flash-lighting 
the obscurity with a startling move. This 
technique has one certain merit; it keeps 
the world hanging on the words and deeds 
of the Kremlin, 

Then there is the use of the “Finnish 
bath,” which, as all Northerners know, has 
a most stimulating effect. The Finnish 
bath is characterized by sudden shifts 
from hot to cold. One moment our diplo- 
mats are warmed by ardent protestations 
of friendship from the Kremlin; the next 
they find themselves under an ice-cold 
shower. Very healthy, if you are used to it, 
but if you aren’t-—— 


Wallop for a Friend 


Perhaps the most disturbing of Russia's 
habits is that of periodically slapping down 
its friends. The provocation may be trivial 
or entirely lacking. This sort of thing is 
almost incomprehensible to the Western 
mind, which is wont to think in terms of 
“How to Win Friends and Influence Peo- 
ple.” The simple truth is that the Soviets 
are no more eager to make friends than 
they are afraid to make enemies, 

We must also take into account Stalin's 
pecullar sense of humor, which he shares 
with several other top-rank Soviet leaders. 
The Soviet diplomat will pull the chair from 
under his ally’s coattails just as they sit 
down to talk over common interests. Next 
to the spectacle of Hitler on the run, 
nothing amuses the Russian public more 
than the sight of a crumpled stuffed shirt 
or of a pair of striped pants dangling help- 
lessly in the air, 

Our reaction to these capers has not 
been very helpful to us in the past or— 
rather, it has been a great help to our 
facetious ally. Usually we wrap ourselves 
in our wounded dignity, 


Our Reaction Is Solemn 


We get up, dust off our striped trousers. 


and solemnly assure the guffawing Rus- 
siang that this latest prank of theirs will 
have “anything but a wholesome effect 
upon public opinion in the United States 
and Great Britain.” And when we have 
fully recovered, we sit down and write an 


open letter to a good friend in Moscow’ 


asking him whether he “cannot explain to 
some of his associates the importance of 
not doing these things.” : 

How else can we defend ourselves against 
such antics? In the first place, obviously, 
by taking care not to expose ourselves to 
them. We should be constantly on guard 
against the Kremlin’s odd penchant for 
surprise moves and practical jokes, never 
take anything for granted, always look out 
for the next shock, and by anticipating it 
lessen its effect. Secondly, we should dis- 
play more sangfroid, and more pride. 

The Russians have a healthy respect for 
might. They are full of admiration for the 
technical achievements of the United 
States. They want to be friends with us. 
And they want to bargain. Let us be firm 
in essential matters, generous where con- 
cessions are possible and good-humoredly 
indifferent to their pranks.

“First Fleet,’ by Reg Ingraham. (Bobbe-Merrill Ce., 
Indianapolis. ) 

The first of these two books is a 302-page 
collection of Navy lore, from the time of 
the Revolutionary War up to and including 
the Battle of the Coral Sea in World War 
II. The stories, written by the men them- 
selves, are exciting and varied accounts of 
their experiences. They include John Paul 
Jones’ colorful reports of his adventures as 
Captain of the frigate Ranger; Lt. Stephen 
Decatur’s story of his famouse raid at Tripo- 
li on Aug. 3, 1804; anecdotes by Adm. Dewey 
and David Farragut of the battles of Mani- 
la Bay and New Orleans, and the discovery 
of the North Pole by Adm. Peary. 

Ships as well ag men play a part fn the 
Navy's traditions. Tales of the Constitu- 
tion, Alabama, Merrimac and the 
are well told.

tives we may count the wars for 
independence or for national con- 
solidation, such as the American 
revolutionary war. Its object was 
to compel Britain to relinquish 
sovereignty over what was to be- 
come the United States. Its aim 


was pot to destroy the British Em- 
pire. It was followed by another 
war within a generation over the 
issue of the freedom of the seas, 


since when Britain and America. 


have lived in peace. 

The first World War established 
under a slogan an unlimited ob- 
jective. It was 
world safe for democracy.” In 
that phrase a peace aim was con- 
fused with a war aim. A gran- 
diose project for world organiza- 
tion in the League of Nations was 
projected, while the belligerents 
constantly expanded their original 
war aims. At the end of the war, 


these expanding claims. were in| 


such conflict even among the Al- 
lies, that it was impossible to 
make a League of Nations which 
would function. Instead of de- 
stroying the obstacles’ to peace, 
innumerable new ones had been 
created. The vanquished felt the

They are con- 
ducting a war for definite nation- 
al objectives. Not once have they

“to make the! objectives. They are, in fact, wag- | 


ing a more conservative war than 
the Allies. What they will do in 
|peace is another matter—but it 
belongs to the peace. 

And I believe we would get this 
war over much quicker, and have 
an infinitely greater promise of 
lasting peace, if we would return 
to the war aims with which it 
began.

Whether the King would make 
the move before Allied occupa- 
tion of Rome remained to be seen. 


Outright abdication of Vittorio 
in favor of Umberto or the latter's 
son, the young Prince of Naples, 
long has been demanded by many 
Italian political leaders on the 
ground that the monarch col- 
laborated with Mussolini. 

Umberto remarked in last 
night’s interview that he had kept 
a diary which some day would 
show the “difficulties I had with 
the Fascists.” His father, he said, 
also kept memoirs detailing his 
“troubles with Fascism.” 


Premier Badogtto has expressed 
a willingness to take representa- 
tives of all the recognized parties 
into his government. Some op- 
position to him still is expressed, 
but proponents of collaboration 
argue that union of all parties in 
a new government could impose 
the popular will even though the 
Marshal remained as Premier and 
Minister of ,National Defense. 


Count Carlo Sforza, anti-Fascist 
and former Foreign Minister, in- 
dicated last Sunday that he would

Badoglio Government while the 
King remained, regardless of the 
Communist coalition proposal. 

Unconfirmed reports from the 
seat of the Badoglio Government

home. A dishrag that has a “clean 
as a whistle” look, one that is en- 
tirely free from grime and greasi- 
ness is, as a rule, found in the 
home of a careful, clean home- 
maker. Dishrags should be kept 
clean by thorough washings 
-hot, soapy water after each ses- 
sion of dishwashing. They should 
never bé. used to mop up foods 
or liquids that dre sure to leave 
unsightly stains on the cloth. 
Damp, absorbent paper can be 
used to remove the food left cling- 
ing to the plates, and any luscious 
brown meat residue in skillets 
should always be dissolved in hot 
water and find its way into good 
gravy. In other words, dishes that 
are to be washed should not con- 
tain food that could be eaten or 
disposed of in the garbage can. 
Scrape plates clean and rinse be~ 
fore immersing in the hot, soapy 
water for washing.

Stewed prunes, one-half pound;

Add part of 
hot mixture; return to double boil- 
er with remaining hot mixture 
and cook two minutes, Remove 
from heat. Add one teaspoon va- 
nilla. Beat two egg whites until 
stiff. Add three tablespoons su- 
gar and beat. Fold in rice mix- 
ture. Chill and serve with top 
milk, 


Dinner. 

Vegetable juice cocktail, re- 
mainder from Thursday; codfish 
cakes with egg and celery sauce; 
blend well two cups mashed pota- 
toes, two-thirds of 12-ounce pack- 
age frozen codfish (save one-third 
for sandwiches Saturday), pulled 
apart in coarse shreds, two eggs, 
well beaten, one-eighth teaspoon 
black pepper and three table- 
spoons milk. Form into eight pat- 
ties and fry in bacon drip two 
hard-cooked eggs, diced; ‘one-half 
cup diced celery, one tablespoon 


‘minced parsley and one sweet 


pickle, diced. Serve piping hot. 
Buttered broccoli, one bunch; 
sliced cucumbers, sprinkle with 
salt and pepper; cover with vine- 
gar, diluted half with water and 
chill an hour before serving. 
Bread, eight slices; sliced peaches, 
one package frozen. Butter or for- 
tified margarine used on all 
breads. Include in today’s menus, 
milk to drink: Six cups for chil- 
dren, two cups for adults.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

LOOK back on my visit to the 
| Canal Zone as the time when 

Miss Thompson and myself 
were most steadily on the go. We 
had our headquarters at the home 
of Governor and Mrs. Glen Edger- 
ton, but I think we must have 
been most unsatisfactory guests. 
We left the house so early each 
morning that our hosts did not say 
“good morning” to us until the 
‘afternoon, and when we came in 
at night, we were s0 weary that 
we would say “good night” and go 
to bed at once. 

In our firat morning, we went 
by plane to the Atlantic side of 
the Isthmus, where we visited 
Army and Navy hospitals, took an 
interesting drive to see various 
military activities, and lunched 
with some enlisted men who were 
going through a course in jungle 
warfare. Then, we flew back to 
the Pacific side and went to the 
Gorgas Hospital. This is for Canal 
Zone civilian workers and their 
Yamilies, but it also has quite a 
jarge number of military patients. 
We had supper with some of the 
poldiers, 

In the evening, we drove out to 
a jungle base for a USO dance. 
Chaperons escort groups of girls 
out to the dances at these posts 
in the jungle, and the men take a 
great deal of trouble in their prep- 
arations for the dances, That eve- 
ning, the room was decorated with 
palms and a good military orches- 
tra was playing. 

We then drove back to town to 
attend a concert at the Teatro 
Nacional for the benefit of the 
Navy Relief Sgciety. The solo 
artist was a lor from Panama 
named Samuel Matlowsky. He's 
really an artist and plays so well 
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that I hope nothing happens to 

m in the Navy to prevent him 
— going on with his profes- 
sion. 


While in the Cenal Zone, I saw 


a pamphlet describing the pro- 
gram of orientation classes for 
the Panama Mobile Force, and 
was impressed by it. Officially, 
the object is to give the soldiers 
an insight into the causes of war, 
the problems of peace, and so on. 
Unofficially, the classes are free- 
for-all discussions of all kinds of 
topics. 

Officers who atarted the pro- 
— with crossed fingers have 
ound that these round-table dis- 
cussions, with all soldiers taking 
part on an equal footing, have 
aroused keen interest. The best 
criterion of the success of the 
program is that the classes often 
run through chow time, If a sol- 
dier would rather talk than eat, 
he really likes ‘round tables! 


It seems to me that something 
of this kind should be done much 
more widely in the Caribbean 
area, particularly at the lonelier 
outposts, where there is very little 
entertainment. In places like 
Galapagos, for instance, the men 
have discussion among themselves 
but with little direction or infor- 
mation, and as one of them re- 
marked to me, “most of our dis- 
cussions are about when we will 
get home.” 


We are missing a chance to 
have the men informed on the 
problems they will face when they 
return. If they were given an 
opportunity to think about these 
problems and to discuss them in 
their own way, it would be form- 
ing a habit which @vould give us 
better citizens in the future.

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The Value of 


Potatoes as 
Nourishment

Logan Clendening, M.D. 


SEE by the papers, as Mr. 

Dooley, the favorite columnist 

of the period of another war— 
the little, old Spanish-American 
War—used to say, I see by the 
papers that meat is going to be 
scarce and food restrictions are 
going to pinch in other directions, 
but we still are going to have 
plenty of Irish potatoes. 


Well, it so happens that ac- 
cording to dietary science that is 
all right. Didn’t the Irish live 
entirely and exclusively on the 
potato for a long time? Hush, 
child, don’t ask me that—I don’t 
know what the Irish did before 
they discovered America. But 
tradition says they did. 

First as to the total nutritional 
value of the potato, How much 
energy do you get from it? An 
average medium - sized potato 
weighs half a pound. Potatoes fur- 
nish 310 calories a pound, So 
if you eat a potato cake at break- 
fast, a large potato,at lunch, some 
potato soup and a small potato 
at dinner you will make up more 
than half the total day’s caloric 
requirement of the National Re- 
search Council for a person weigh- 
ing 150 pounds. You may say 
this will get monotonous, but it 
keeps you from starvation and 
starvation gets monotonous, too. 

Protein is the essential food in- 
gredient. It is the building stone 
of nutrition. The potato contains 
about 2% per cent of protein. 
You require from 50 to 75 grams 
of protein a day. If you eat 
enough potato to furnish you 900 
calories you will get about 30 
grams of protein, or half your 
daily allowance, from the potato 
alone. There is more protein in 
the young, waxy potatoes—that is 
what makes them waxy. And 
there is nearly a third more pro- 
tein in the skin of the potato 
than in the flesh. Also almost as 
much caloric value in the skin as 
the flesh. So if your instinct tells 
you to like the skin, go to it. 


* * * 


THE POTATO is 18 per cent 
starch which is what gives it its 
high caloric value. Fat is low— 
one-tenth of one per cent. 

Now as to vitamins. Ah, those 
vitamins that some people think 
you can get only at the drug store! 
Well, the potato is full of them. 
From time immemorial the potato 
has been known as one of the 
great scurvy preventives. That 
means it has Vitamin C. Sir Gil- 
bert Blane, in his “Diseases of the 
Fleet,” published in 1781, stated 
that scurvy never occurred when 
potatoes were plentiful in the diet. 
Modern chemistry finds the white 
potato to contain 15 milligrams of 
Vitamin C per 100 grams. You 
require 60 milligrams daily, which 
you get in about half a pound of 
potato. 

Vitamin B—thiamine chloride is 
present in potatoes in the propor- 
tion of 150 micrograms per 100 
grams. You require 600 micro- 
grams daily. 

Vitamin A—a very necessary 
vitamin for adults, is present in 
potatoes in the proportion of 50 
units per 100 grams. You require 
1500 units daily, which you get 
in about 1% pounds of potatoes. 

As to minerals, potatoes contain 
calcium, potassium, magnesium, 
phosphorus and iron, The calcium 
and phosphorus are abundant 
(about a tenth as much as in milk) 
the iron in good quantities. In 
iron content the potato stands just 
below the rich iron foods like 
cereals, eggs, peas and meat. It 


‘has about the same iron content 


as cheese, 

The defect of the potato as a 
solitary diet is lack of roughage. 
But this can be made up by rad- 
ishes, carrots, celery, baked beans, 
etc. 
Regarding the question of po- 
tatoes as a solitary diet, experi- 
ments were made in 1840 in a 
prison in Glasgow. The prisoners 
were fed on a diet of six pounds of 
potatoes daily. At the end of the 
experiment they were all healthy, 
most had gained in weight and re- 
gretted the change back to more 
varied fare.

Radio Operators at TWA Keep Pilots Posted on the Elements 24 Hours a Day. 


By Helen Clanton 


HIGH wind over Excelsior 
A Springs or a sudden freeze at 

Effingham mean very little to 
the average citizen, who travels 
to work by bus. But to the pilots 
and passengers of the big air 
ships which cross the country, 
they are vital information for 
safety. 

Providing the key to weather 
conditions along the air routes are 
the radio operators at the large 
airports. Since Uncle Sam has 
called so many of these young 
men behind the ear phones to 
service, women are taking up the 
radio operators’ jobs throughout 
the country. Visiting a _ typical 
office of a large commercial air 
line—the T. W. A. at Lambert 
Field—we fould out what keeps 
the girls busy, during the 24 hours 
they are responsible for the safety 
of the big ships. 


Over a year ago, T. W. A, in- 
stalled the. first woman operator, 
Marjorie Houghton, who had 
already served in a similar ca- 
pacity in the company’s Chicago 
office. Since her arrival, three 
more girls have been added to the 
staff, Dorothea Nowviock, Ruth 
Brockman, and Margaret Ander- 
son. Now only two men remain 
in the office, “There’s no reason 
that women can not do the job 
as well as men,” says E. R. Ses- 
sions, T. W. A. official who, al- 
though loyal to. his own sex, is 
pleased to find his new staff so 
efficient. 

“It’s often frightening to realize 
just how much depends upon your 
giving the correct information 
when things get busy,” Miss Now- 
viock admitted to us, “For in- 
‘stance, if we should make a mis- 
take in the wind direction, it is 
possible that a pilot would attempt 


to land with the wind instead of 


against it.” 

“If we should transmit an in- 
correct reading of the height of 
the clouds, the pilot might get the 
wrong idea about visibility. There’s 


“never a dull minute—and no two 


days are alike. That’s what makes 
it such an interesting job.” 
Before they are eligible to apply 
for a job with an air line, the girls 
have six months’ preparation in a 
radio school. “We were taught 
code, radio telephone and teletype, 
and air lines procedure. Our les- 
sons were built around the same 
situations we would meet once we 
were actually employed by an air 
line. Then, when we get a job, 
we are classed as student opera- 
tors and put on probation for two 
or three months,” Miss Margaret 
Anderson, one of the most recent- 
ly employed girls, and a former 
school teacher from Yates Center,

Kan., explained. 

The small office which is head- 
quarters for the radio operators is 
crowded with  technical-looking 
equipment, clicking machines. At 
one side of the office is the large 
radio and mike, through which. 
messages to and from pilots are 
transmitted. Two teletype ma- 
chines, one for hourly weather re- 
ports, another for information 
from other T. W. A. offices, stand 
A typewriter and 
ditto machine are used for mak- 
ing up the official-looking flight 
clearances without which no T. W. 
A. pilot may leave the field. 


“We're supposed to wear the ear 
phones when we talk to a plane,” 
Miss Houghton, the senior radio 
operator explains, “but when we're 
very busy—megking up a flight 
clearance, reading the weather re- 
ports, etc., we walk about the of- 
fice without them. Our busiest 
times are when a plane is coming 
in or going out—and we have eight 
scheduled flights a day, in addi- 
tion to the Army transport planes 
for which we have been respons- 
ible since the war. But bad weath- 
er can change all the schedules.” 

“The planes must report to-us 
at specified times and places by 
radio telephone,” she continued, 


explaining the office routine. “And 
we are responsible for knowing 
their location. Here’s the sort of 
mesage we get from the pilot— 
‘Over Excelsior, 47,—3000, estimat- 
ing Columbia, .07.’ By that, we 
know that the plane is flying over 
Excelsior Springs at an altitude of 
3000 feet, at 1:47, and the pilot 
expects to be over Columbia in 20 
minutes, or seven minutes past 
two. We keep the plane posted on 
changing air pressure, wind direc- 
tion, visibility and barometer read- 
ings.” 

“Reading these weather reports 
is a job in itself,” she said, tear- 
ing off a sheet of yellow paper 
which had just come out of one 
of the teletype machines, and 
showing us a line of unintelligible 
dots, dashes, arrows, figures and 
letters. “This top line says that 
over Minneapolis there are no 
clouds, the visibility is more than 
nine miles, the temperature 44 
degrees above zero, the dew point, 
wind direction, and speed—18 
miles per hour, and barometer 
reading. Of course, this informa- 
tion does not apply to our particu- 
lar air circuits, but we select the 
report which does, and relay it to 
the pilot. We are also constantly 
in touch with Airways Traffic 


Control by inter-office telephone, 
and we are responsible for trans- 
mitting their advice to the planes 
in our circuit. Then, too, the 
flight superintendents for the line 
in Kansas City and Chicago send 
out directions for the planes—and 
this must also be transmitted.” 
The four girls ordfharily see 
very little of each other, since 
only two work on the same shift, 
and this is changed each week. 
On duty, they wear smartly-tai- 


lored blue gabardine suits with 


white blouses, although a uniform 
is not required. “One week, I will 
work from 8 a. m. until 4 p. m., 
the next from 4 'til midnight, and 
the third, from midnight until 8 
a. m.,” Miss Brockman, who 
shares a room with Miss Ander- 
son, pointed out. “Margaret and I 
never sée each other except on 
our days off—so we just write 
notes to each other.” 

Illustrating just how busy things 
can get for the operator on duty, 
Marjorie Houghton gave us this 
outline of what she might be ex- 
pected to do within the space of a 
few minutes? “When a ship takes 
off at another station to come into 
our circuit, it’s our job to estimate 
the time of the pilot’s arrival at 
this port with the help of a flight 
plan which he files before leaving. 
We transmit this estimate to the 
Alrways office, to the traffic con- 
trol tower, to the postoffice (they 
get the mail ready), the weather 
bureau, and to our own passenger 
and ticket agents. Meanwhile, we 
generally have two or three other 
flights in the air with which we 
must maintain contact. Every 
contact made must in turn be 
transmitted to Airways and to our 
company flight superintendent in 
Chicago, If during the course of 
the flight, the pilct encounters con- 
ditions which ehange the time of 
his estimated arrival, we contact 
all these people again. During 
this time, we are getting the flight 
clearance ready for the plane 
coming in. We make the clear- 
ance papers on the ditto machine 
—so many people have to have 
copies. The captain or pilot of 
the plane must sign each one be- 
fore he leaves the field—signify- 
ing that he knows how much oil 
and fuel he has taken on, the 
general flight conditions, etc. If 
anything happens which keeps 
his plane here for an hour after 
the flight clearance has been is- 
sued, we must prepare another, 
with the okey of the flight super- 
intendent.” 

“Once a plane gets into this 
field safely, and takes off again, 
we can relax for a moment. But 
it will only be a little time until 
we have to start thinking about 
the next one. That’s the way it 
goes—24 hours a day. And that’s 
the rea] reason we all like it.”

T is downright childish to give 

high card signals that are bound 

to be of far greater value to 
the declarer than to the signal- 
ler’s own partner. For example: 

South, dealer, 

North-South a 


The bidding:

Obviously, the slam would have 
been defeated on the spot if West 
had been second sighted and 
opened a heart, but he selected the 
more natural lead of the spade 
queen. The ace won and two 
rounds of trumps were drawn, on 
the second of which East flam- 
boyantly signalled with the heart 
queen. Declarer might have de 
cided to play for the heart ace to 
lie in front of the king, but this 
“loud” signal could not be disre- 
garded. South determined to try 
a different plan. He cashed the 
spade king and ruffed the spade 
seven, then ran off every one of 
dummy’s trumps, d a 
heart from his own hand. East's 
discard on the last trump was not 
so easy. Forced to reduce to five 
cards, he had the unenviable 
choice of letting go a diamond 
(which would have given South 
four diamond tricks) or blanking 
the heart ace. When he actually 
chose to discard the heart jack, 
the situation was easy for declarer 
to read. He led the heart king 
from dummy, forcing out the ace, 
and now he could discard his only 
losing diamond on the heart 10,
